One of tbo Worgt Storms of the Season 
Throvghoat the West-It Bagtts 
Elseirhere. 


H o m b o o k , A. T., March 
21.—The

ticket. 


There will be three conventions hel d 
at Cincinnati on the same day. 
It has 
been known that the union and united 
labor parties meet at the same time and 
place in an effort to unite upon one plat- 
form. The greenbaokers also hold their 
national convention at Cincinnati May 
15. 


This will be composed of those mem- 
bers of that party which have heretofore 
refused to join the union labor party. 
It is said the three parties will send 
delegates to one general convention to be 
held in Cincinnati, and an effort will al- 
so be made to induce the grangers' or- 
ganization to send delegates to the gen- 
eral convention.

TREASURE TATE. 


Nothlnf 
Is Known Coaeemtey 
Ike 
Whereahonts 
of 
Kentucky's 
Defanltlng Treasurer. 


Ijovisvi]ji.B, Ky., Maroh 21.—B^ond 
the fact that State Treasnrer Tate left 
Louisville Friday night for Cincinnati, 
nothing is known of his whereabouts. 
It is believed he fled from that city to 
Buffalo and thence to Cana^. 
His 
friends think that when his papers are 
overhauled a statement from him may 
be found. 


The republicans are claiming that 
Tate's defalcation will enable them to 
carry the state at the next state election. 
A dispatch from Frankfort to a morning 
paper says: "Some startling develop- 
ments are promised when the private 
papers of the treasurer are looked into. 
It is said these documents will show 
loans to various high ofiBcials, among 
them being $5,000 to the ex-judge of 
the court of appeals. 


It is said by men who are conversant 
with the state's affairs that more men 
than one knew of Tate's financial straits 
and they were in a measure responsible 
in putting him to flight. The governor 
means to li^ open the whole thing. 


A dispatch from Frankfort this morn- 
ing states the senate judiciftfy commit- 
tee, appointed yesterday by the house, 
in their joint report to the legislature, 
concerning the proper measures to be 
taken in the Tate defalcation case, rec- 
ommend 
impeachment. 
The report 
says the suspension by the governor 
does not vacate the office and that im- 
peachment is the only constitutional 
means by which in this case the ab- 
sconding treasurer may be removed and 
his place made vacant.

LEASING OAS FIELDS. 


The C. S. Bash Syndicate Lease 5,000 
Acres of Land In Allen and 
DeSalb Counties. 


Fort Wayne wiil have natural gas run- 
ning through its streets before the snow 
flies next season, if the article abounds 
in the earth north of the city at all. 


Mr. C. S. Bash, president of the Peo- 
ple's Natural Gas company, has leased, 
for a term of ten years, 5,000 acres of 
land in Perry township, this county, and 
in DeEalb county, which adjoins it. 


The rental is 10 cents per acre per an- 
num and the agreement gives his com- 
pany the exclusive right to explore for 
natural gas in that vast territory. 


This places the company in what is 
known as the Auburn gas belt, and it is 
their intention to sink a numbOT of wells 
with a view of piping the gas to Fort 
Wayne, a distance of ten or fifteen 
miles. 


It is proven by the successful wells at 
Auburn, 
DeEalb county, 
that gas 
abounds up there and it is correspond- 
ingly cert£^ it will oome to Fort Wayne. 


The company now have an ordinance 
before the council seeking a franchise to 
pipe natural gas through the streets of 
Fort Wayne. 


They are also sinking a well on the 
Peltier farm and when that is finished 
their dericks will be shipped to the re- 
cently acquired fields north of the city. 


Let the good work go on.

in another 57 per cent, more than had 
been ordered.

gists pore and simple came out of this 
ordeal with prreat credit, as in only two 
cases did the errors mount up s o l û g e l y

74,586; milch cows, 
334,831; oxen and other cattle, 8S6,- 
613; while 
in 
the number of 
sheep 
there has been a decrease of 1,214,559, 
and in hoi?« a decrease of 206,311. The 
values of farm animals have 
changed 
very little in the past year. 
The price 
of 
hogs has advanced about 10 per 
cent,, but the difference 
for 
horses, 
mules and sheep has been very slight. 
There has, however, been a very nota- 
ble rise in horses since 1<S79. 
In cattle 
there has beau a constant decline in 
the average price, although the fall in 
milch cows has not been so great as in 
other classes of cattle. 
The decline in 
sheep has been 
(¡uite noticeable, 
the 
present average being $J. 03, or 
nearly 
as low as the prices of 1879, 
which 
were the lowest in twenty years. 
It is 
believed that the stock interests of the 
United States are in a comparatively 
prolitable condition, with a prospect oi 
advance in prices. 
The total value of 
farm animals and horses in cities in 
this country is not far from $3,000,- 
000,000.
